on different rations. The animals were taken from lots of ten, 
each being fed in an experiment at Purdue and the results of 
balancing the ration properly to obtain the most rapid economi­ 
cal gains was brought out in a fjrceful way.

Three of the pigs which had received corn and tankage had 
made the best and cheapest gains, putting on 149 pounds from 
June I to Aug. 31, at a cost of $9.61 per hundred pounds.

The lot getting corn alone gained only fifty-nine pounds and their 
cost was $21.85 per mundred. The pigs fed corn alone had the 
bottom of their pens all rooted up, while those receiving corn 
and tankage, or even corn and soy bean meal, had their appe­ 
tites satisfied and after eating would lie dowrfand “ make pork.”

More than 500 women were ar 
rested in Washington during the tini' 
the suffragists were holding demon 
strations in the National Capital U 
impress President Wilson and con; 
gress with the necessity of passage 
of the nineteenth amendment.

than 100 of them served prison sen­ 
tences, 
either 
at thé' 
Occoquar 
workhouse or the district jail. 
These women were exercising the 
right of peaceful and lawful assem­ 
b lage, guaranteed under the 
Con­ 
stitution, b ut were arrested time af­ 
ter time in the streets of the Cap­ 
ital, many of them b eing seized am 
hustled to Police 
Court 
in patro 
wagons from in front of the White 
House, 
without

Many of the women arrested were
